Peter and his wife. Anna, live 
at home with a 27-year-old son, 
Lawrence. Neither father nor son 
are working at present. Steech is 
laid off from National Tube of 
U.S. Steel’s Fairless Works plant 
where he worked his way up from 
laborer to tool room attendant. 
Always A Miner 
Steech said his brother, Henry, 
was a miner all his life. He 
worked in the mines as a driver, 
loading coal and coupling the 
coal wagons in removing coal up 
from the earth. 
Once before, Peter said, his 
brother was in a mining accident 
at Barking Mine, W. Va. 
“But ifs been so long, I don’t 
recall if he was actually in it or 
not," he said. “He was there at 
the time.” 


“We are approaching now an 
area where we must proceed 
with extreme caution because of 
the amount of gas present," Gott 
said.

Anniversary Of Disaster 
Thursday was the 55th anniver­ 
sary of the worst mine disaster 
on record in the United States— 
one which killed 361 men Dec.

“Twenty one years seems like a 
long time to remember some­ 
thing vividly. 
But when you’re eight years 
old and you’re caught in what 
seemed like the work! corning to 
an end you just don’t forget.” 


..J )108® were the words of Mrs. 
Millard Wagnon Jr., 35 Indian 
Red Road, Levittown, as she de­ 
scribed that fateful morning of 
Dec. 7, 1941 when she was at 
Pearl Harbor. 


‘I had spent the night at my 
girl friend’s house in Ford Island 
Hawaii, where our fathers were 
stationed as U.S. Naval aviators,” 
Mrs. Wagnon explained. ‘‘Dad 
and my mother were going out 
for the evening to entertain two 
aunts of mine who had come to 
Hawaii for a visit. 
‘i t was a wonderful treat for 
my girl friend, Hay Donahoe, 


and myself to spend the night to­ 
gether and the next morning we 
were even more delighted to hear 
what we thought was the rumble 
of thunder in the distance. 
Rush To Window 
“Neither Hay nor myself, as 
we had confided, were afraid of 
thunderstorms and because we 
had heard that such storms are 
practically non-existent in Hawaii 
— we were all the more excited 
about it as we rushed toward the 
window to see it coming. 
“But it was only a matter of 
minutes when we realized that 
the rumble we heard was not that 
of thunder but of bombs being 
dropped by Japanese Zeros in the 
sneak attack on Pearl Harbor.” 
Mrs. Wagnon said the first 
bombs fell around 7 a.m. and that 
Kay’s father, Lt. Donahoe, came 
rushing in and ordered them 
along with Kay’s brothers and 
sisters, to get under the dining 
room table. She said he then dash. 
ed into the bedrooms and came 


out with sheets, blankets and pil­ 
lows and covered the sides of the 
table to protect them from debris. 
“Our homes,” she said, “were 
in the center of Ford Island an< 
we were surrounded by ammuni­ 
tion dumps, airplanes, hangars 
and the battleships Omaha, Utah 
and Arizona. Everything was be­ 
ing blown up and it seemed un­ 
believable that we ourselves were 
not hit." 
Mrs. Wagnon said some 20 min­ 
utes later she and Kay were 
taken out of the house and moved 
over to the Bachelor Officers 
Quarters. 
“As we rushed across the open 
field to the BOQ,” she said “we 
could see the sky light up in the 
most colorful display of brilliance 
I have ever seen but already thick 
black smoke and flames rose all 
around us. 
“Looking over toward the wa­ 
terfront just a few hundred yards 
ahead I saw the battleship Utah 
t u r n completely over and as 


bombs continued to drop all 
around it seemed to us the world 
was coming to' an end. 
“Once inside the BOQ, all the 


doors were closed around us and 
a Marine armed with a pistol 
was posted outside the door.”

flage covering for underground 
shelters. 
“But Americans, no matter how 
desperate their situations Decome 
always try to find some humor 
ta their plight,” Mrs. Wagnon ob­ 
served. 
“I recall the following day 
there was an air raid alert and 
although I had returned to our 
house with my parents, we all 
had to evacuate it hurriedly when 
the air raid warning sounded.

Mrs. Wagnon, said, “One of my 
aunts had been wearing an artifi­ 
cial limb for years but when the 
siren sounded there was no time 
for her to adjust it.

Mother 
followed some distance behind 
with my aunt’s limb under her 
arm.” 
Mrs. Wagnon said the look of 
amazement on the faces of the 
people her mother passed was

about and said they would never 
forget. 
Machinery, Oil 
“Another memory which will el- 
ways remain with me was won­ 
derful flowery fragrance of th e 
islands and how it changed over­ 
night to an odor of machinery 
and oil and lumber the day after 
the bombings, when the w h o l e 
island seemed like an industrial 
city as the work of rebuilding got 
under way. It seemed then that 
the soft, lilting sounds of the 
ocean lapping against the shore 
would be gone forever as day 
and night all we could hear was 
the incessant sounds of drill ham­ 
mers, rivet guns and construc­ 
tion equipment. 
Finally those of us who were 
dependents were told we must 
return to the states.” Mrs. Wag­ 
non said. “I remember there 
were nine of us ta a stateroom 
for three and because our ship 
lad to zig zag across the ocean 
many at the women and children 
became sick. 
All the passengers had to car­ 
ry a bucket with them,” Mrs. 
Wagnon related, 
“because we 
were warned not to get sick over 
side of the rail since this would 
leave a trail for enemy subma­ 
rines to follow.” 
Heard Whistles 
Mrs. Wagnon said that when 
their Matson Line ship came Into 
San Francisco harbor they heard 
whistles blowing ta the distance. 
“At first we thought it was an 
air raid but soon learned that all 
of San Francisco had turned out 
to greet us. It was a wonderful 
feeling to know that our own peo­ 
ple were there to welcome us.” 
Mrs. Wagnon‘said that when 
she and her family checked into 
a hotel, they were given a suite 
of rooms and that at breakfast the 
next day a waiter brought up a 
table which contained “about any­ 
thing anyone would want to eat. 
“I remember my mother ask­ 
ing, “How much does this break- 
fast cost? The waiter smiled and 
said, ’normally, about $25 for such 
a table but for you people it is a 
courtesy of the hotel.” 
Mrs. Wagnon, who is the mother 
of'two children, Millard IU five, 
and Eugene, three, said that ta 
her lifetime she, her husband and 
their two children will probably 
have many experiences but that 
Pearl Harbor would be one ex­ 
perience she coulo never forget. 
“But then agata,” she added, 
“which American ever will.”
